TELEVISION ANTENNAS 


The installation of television antenna sup- 
porting structures adjacent to overhead power 
lines constitutes a serious accident and fire haz- 
ard. If the structure conlacts the power line 
either when it is being erected or later under 
stocin conditions, the full voltage of the power 
line will be impressed on the structure and an- 
toenna. Fatalaccidents and fires have been 
caused by such contacts. 


Persons erecting television antennas should 
wherever possible maintain sufficient clearanc- 
es [rom the power lines to ensure that no con- 
tact will be made if the antenna structure falls 
It is recommended that the distance from the 
power line be six feet greater than the total 
height of the structure. Where such clearances 
cannot be obtained the structure must be secur- 
ely guyed away from the power line. The com- 
pany owning the power line should be notified 
when the installation is being made so they may 
have a representative present to temporarily 
disconnect the line, if necessary. 


Details of the safe construction standards 
for domestic antennas exceeding fifteen feet in 
height have been compiled by the Canadian 
Standards Association under Specification 
C22.4 No. 112. These Specifications are avaii- 
able from the Canadian Standards Association, 
National Research Building, Ottawa, at a cost 
of 75c per copy 

The minimum requiren.ents for the installa- 
tion of television antennas and lead-in cables, 
together with the protective grounding required 
are contained in Section 54 of the Canadian El 
ectrical Code, Part 1, Sixth Edition which has 
been adopted under the Electrical Protection Act 
of Alberta.

This is 
also available to recipients of 
Old Age Security under a 
means test.

EDMONTON. Alberta is on the 
threshold of the tricky business 
of literary censorship- although 


uo one Knows yet how far it is to 
be carried. 

As the result of a meeting last 
week at the legislative buildings, 
it appears very likely that a “cit 
izens’ committee” will be formed 
within the next few months, char 
ed with the task of keeping news- 
tands clear of crime and horror 
eomic.. In time, it is possible the 
cope of the committee will be 
wider and may include magazines 
und paper bound books. 


The meeting had been called by 


Ifon. Lucien) Maynard, attorney 
general, who invited representa 
tives of home and sehool organ 
zations, church groups, women's 


and library associations and police 
officials. 

After hearing similar suggest 
ions from some of the delegates, 
Mr. Maynard told the conference 
the government has been giving 
thought to the establishment of 
committee which would read the 
comics and advise distributors on 
which types they should stop hand 
ling. Should a distributor ignore 
the committee's suggestion, the 
attorney-general said, the commit 
tee could recommend the attorney- 
general's department take action 
under Section 207 of the Crim- 
inal Code of Canada, which per 
tains to the distribution of crime 
comics and offensive literature. 

Mr. Maynard expressed confi- 
lence that the distributors would 
co-operate with such a committee 
und, indeed, one of the largest 
listributors in the province pledg. 
ed support of such a program. 

The indication that the commit 
‘ee’s function might extend be. 
yond the perusal of comics was 
given by Mr. Maynard when he 
vas asked if the committee would 
deal with only comics. 

He said: “We would like to see 
t go as far as possible.” 

The actual establishment of the 
committee, methods of selecting 
members and mode of operation 
will be matters for discussion at 
u further: meeting to be held next 
month, 

Delegates to the meeting band- 
died no words about the harm- 
fulness of crime comics, assuming 
that this was so and concentrating

It would 
It would not lend the stigma of 
government censorship to the pro 
blem and if properly constituted, 
would have the support of most 
Alberta citizens. 

Given the support of the news 
distributors, there would be little 
fuss or publicty given to the re 


moval of objectionable comic 
books.
